UPA SUES 10 HALT 
BLACK MARKET 
SELLING OF STEEL 


Gets Temporary Injunc- 
tion Against Operator 
— ‘Criminal Prosecu- 
tions if Warranted.’ 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 14 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
today filed its first suit aimed at 
halting “Black. Market” selling of 
steel, citing a former warehouse 
man for alleged transactions in- 
volving the New Orleans shipbuild- 
ing interests of Andrew Jackson 
Higgins in which steel assertedly 
was sold at prices 68 per cent above 
OPA ceilings. 

“If criminal prosecutions are 
warranted they will be made,” said 
OPA Attorney James C, Gruener. 
His suit asked for an. injunction 
restraining Steel Operator Willard 
P, Markle from purchasing and re- 
selling steel in excess of the ceil- 
ing. United States District Judge 


Robert N. Wilkin granted a tem- 
porary injunction. 
Gruener said the suit grew out of 
operations described to a congres- 
sional inquiry last week by Frank 
Higgins, son of Shipbuilder ‘An- 
drew Jackson Higgins. President 
Roosevelt last week said people 
dealing in steel through the “Black 
Market” should go to jail, but indi- 
cated this should not include Hig- 
gins because he would turn state’s 
evidence. 
“This man’s ((Markle’s) opera- 
tions are infinitely greater than 
those covered in this complaint,” 
Gruener told reporters. Grtener 
said Markle formerly was con- 
nected with the Markle Steel Ware- 
house in Houston, Tex., but “now 
carries his office in his head.” 
Markle, in a Cleveland hospital for 
an eye operation, could not be 
reached for comment. 
Gruener asserted Markle had 
purchased steel and sold it to Hig- 
gins Industries, Inc., at prices aver- 
aging about $20 a ton above the 
ceiling. This nade the excess about 
68 per cent, OPA attorneys said. 
The suit specifically charged Mar- 
kle with selling 160,000 pounds of 
steel to the Higgins firm at exces- 
sive prices. 

During the congressional inquiry, 
young Higgins testified he had 


2\been able to buy “black market” 


steel from warehouses “all over the 
country, * 

“We are citing Markle for viola- 
tion of OPA price schedule 49. (re- 
lating to resale of steel and iron 
products from warehouses) on four 
transactions,” Gruener aded. “This 
represents only a small portion of 
the business we believe he is do- 


ing. 
“Through this investigation we 


have obtained a number of leads 


into further violations.”

BAYONNE, N. J., Aug. 14 (AP). 
—The Navy today seized the strike- 
bound Bayonne plant of the Gen- 
eral Cable Corporation and an- 
nounced it would reopen the fac- 
tory late in the day. 

“Any interference with the oper- 
ation of this plant is an offense 
against the United States," said the 
notice of seizure posted by Rear 
Admiral Harold G. Bowen. 

A®Navy spokesman said, how- 
ever, there were no present inten- 
tions of moving in a large body 
of soldiers or sailors to enforce 
the order. 

A short time after the Navy took 
over, 800 of the strikers who at- 
tended a special meeting voted 
unanimously to end the unauthor- 
ized striek and return to work. 


About 1000 men went on strike. 
The vote was on a motion 
by Daniel Uslan, a machine oper- 
ator, who said, “Let’s return to 
work for Uncle Sam and redouble 
our efforts.” 

Michael Petrakian, strike chair- 
man, said the workers would return 
under the same conditions that 
prevailed before the strike was 
called. 

Addressing the meeting, Petra- 
kian said: 

“We all know what happened 
since we met yesterday and we're 
all damn’ glad it happened. We're 
all sailors now. We know Uncle 
Sam will treat us right. We have 
a real boss!”

IN MOSCOW AREA

MOSCOW, Aug. 14 (AP). — The 
Red Army held stoutly on the ap- 
proaches to Stalingrad today and 
claimed impressive successes 
northwest of Moscow but Soviet 
communiques acknowledged that 
Russian troops in the Caucasus 
had fallen back before German col- 
umns driving toward the Black Sea 
port of Novorossisk and the Grozny 
oil fields. 


The noon communique reported 
that Russian artillery, pounding 
away at steadily-attacking Nazi 
forces on the flanks of the Stalin- 
grad front, had knocked out more 
than 100 enemy tanks, 35 armored 
cars and 350 trucks. All the enemy 
assaults were repulsed with heavy 
losses, two complete German com- 
panies being wiped out in one at- 
tack and 600 men being killed in 
another, the announcement said. 


Russians ‘Wipe Out Wedge. 
Dispatches, however, reported 


, broken through and reached 
the Don below Kletskaya, 75 miles 
northwest of Stalingrad, only to be 
hurled back by a furious Soviet 
counterattack. The enemy break- 
through, these dispatches said, was 
accomplished by massing great 
number of tanks on a narrow sec- 
tor. The Red counterattack was 
reported to have separated the 
tanks from following foot ‘troops, 
who were mopped up by Russian 
infantry.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP) .— 
Attorney General Biddle an- 
nounced today that the Govern- 
ment had initiated Federal Court 
action against two Beaumont 
(Tex.) police officers on charges 
of violating the civil rights of a 
Negro soldier. 

Biddle said that he had ordered 
the filing of an information in 
United States District Court at 
Houston against Policemen Clyde 
Brown and Billy Brown for mis- 
treatment allegedly dealt Pvt. 
Charles J. Reco July 28, after Pvt. 
Reco was ordered off a bus for 
taking a seat reserved for white 
passengers. 

The soldier was beaten when he 
alighted from the vehicle and 
while being taken to police head- 
quarters was shot twice, Biddle 
said in a statement released by 
the Office of War Information. ° 

The defendants will be taken 
into custody '“as soon as practi- 
cable,” Biddle said, and will be 
charged with a violation of the 
civil code which provides that no 
citizen shal] be deprived of his 
civil rights “under the color of 
state laws.” 7 

Biddle said he had acted upon 
request of the War Department. 

The offense is a Federal mis- 
demeanor, and as such may be 
brought directly into court through 
the filing of an information with- 
out recourse to grand jury proceed- 
ings. Maximum penalties on con- 
viction are one year’s imprison- 
ment or $1000 fine, or both.

MEDITERRANEAN 


British Vessels Battle 
Way to Malta With 
Air Aid—lItalian Naval 
Force Routed. 


LONDON, Aug. 14 (AP).—One of 
the greatest sea and air battles of 
the Mediterranean has cost Britain 
the cruiser Manchester and the air- 
craft carrier Eagle, but resulted in 
delivery of plane reinforcements 
and supplies to Malta and saw 
Italy’s cruisers again turn tail and 
run, according to the British Ad- 
miralty. 

Known Axis losses include two 
submarines sunk and two cruisers 
hit by :torpedoes, said the Admir- 
alty’s communique which today 
gave the first official. Allied ac- 
count of the battle which: had been 
in progress since Tuesday. 

The Rome radio today asserted 
that “the joint effort by British 
and American pooled resources was 
the greatest ever attempted in the 
Mediterranean.” The British made 
no mention of American participa- 


Authoritative London sources 
said several aircraft. carriers as 
well as British battleships accom- 
panied the convoy. 

The Admiralty intimated that the 
convoy might have suffered fur- 
ther losses or damage, saying, “it 
is not to be expected. that exten- 
sive and dangerous operations of 
this type, carried out in elose prox- 
imity to enemy bases, can be com- 
pleted without loss.” 

It -declared, however, that pub- 
lished Axis claims were known to 
be exaggerated. 

Axis Claims.

Fleet Units Protecting 
Communication Lines—

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP).— 
The Navy announced today that a 
steady stream of supplies was mov- 
ing. to Marine forces in the Solo- 
mon Islands, where consolidation 
of shore positions “is progressing 
satisfactorily.” 

Navy Department communique 
No, 106 said: 

“1. The task of consolidating the 
shore positions now held by United 


States Marines in the Solomon 
Islands is progressing satisfac- 
torily. 

“2. Naval units are engaged in 
protecting our lines of communica- 
tion and escorting supply vessels te 
our occupying forces. 

“3. United States Army and Al- 
lied shore-based aircraft are con- 
tinuing to attack Japanese air 
bases and ship concentrations in 
enemy-held harbors.” 

The statement that American 
lines of communication were fully 
under American, so that 
‘supplies were moving freely was 
generally accepted 3" mean that 
reinforcements likewise would be 
moving up as needed,

So far the movement has been 
quite without organized direction 
and has been confined to scat- 
tered cities and. towns and to only 
a small fraction of the population. 
Now the Congress faces its real 
test. 

Whether the underground agita- 
tors, who include a large propor- 
tion of students, will be able to 
persuade peasants and workers in 
any substantial numbers to defy 
the Government and join in an or- 
ganized attempt to interfere with 
India’s transport in the next few 
weeks should provide the answer. 
Without such mass support the 
movement would stand little chance 
of success. :

Downtown Landmark, Bridge 
Over St. Charles Street 
Will Go Too. 


One of the three building units 
of the old Nugent department 
store, on the south side of St. 
Charles street, between Fourth 
street and Broadway, is about to 
be wrecked for a parking lot. With 
this annex will go a downtown 
landmark, the four-story bridge 
over St. Charles that connected 
with the main structure to the 
north. 

A permit to wreck the five-story 
brick annex was issued yesterday 
at City Hall to the Aalco Wreck- 
ing Co. Harry Hochman, presi- 
dent of that firm, said razing 
would begin next Monday.

Eas soar ay GTON, Aug. 14—Tom 
K. Smith, president of the Boat- 
men’s National Bank in St. Louis, 
has consented to serve on the com- 
mittee named by President Roose- 
velt to try to find a solution to 
the rubber problem, it was learned 
by the Post-Dispatch today. 

The chairman of the committee, 
Bernard M. Baruch, asked Smith to 
come to Washington to join in the 
deliberations of those ‘who at the 
President’s direction will consider 
every phase of the controversial 
problem. Baruch reached Smith in 
Wisconsin where he is vacation- 
ing and the St, Louis~ banker 
agreed to come to Washington 
Tuesday, 

It is possible also: that the help 
of another St. Louisan, Edgar M. 
Queeny, head of the Monsanto 
Chemical Co., will be sought in the 
effort to get at the root of the 
rubber dilemma. Baruch has al- 
ready recruited half a dozen top 
financial and production men, sev- 
eral of whom were associated with 
him in the War Industries Board 
during the first World War. 

His policy is to bring in anyone 
who can contribute toward what/| 
he feels is at present the only 
real question—how can we get 
more rubber and get it fast? He 
is determined to avoid, if possible, 
being entrapped in the controversy 
over who was to blame for the 
shortage and why. 

At the time the formation of the 
committee was announced by the 
President, the names of two mem- 
bers also were made public. They 
were President James B. Conant 
of Harvard University and Presi- 
dent Karl Compton of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 

One policy that. Baruch laid 
down at the outset was to consider 
any and all proposals that anyone 
might put forward to obtain a 
greater rubber supply. Three 
scientists have been named to lis- 
ten to the suggestions and schemes 
from every source, no matter how 
crackpot they may seem, 

Smith, it is expected, will di- 
vide his time between Washing- 
ton and St. Louis, making himself 
available to the rubber committee 
at all times. What his special as- 
signment will be has not yet been 
determined.

The dispatch did not make clear 
whether these ships had been sunk 
by an Axis surface raider, report- 
ed in the South Atlantic, or by sub- 
marines. Cruisers and warplanes 
were reported on the hunt for the 
raider after at least two United 
Nations vessels: radioed they had 
been attacked 1000 miles east of 
Rio de Janeiro. 
. Two small Cuban merchantmen. 
were sunk by Axis submarines in 
the Gulf of Mexico and survivors 
landed at Key West said two Unit- 
ed States, Coast Guard signalmen 
were among the 32 men. lost.

Two of the Zeros 
were shot down and three were 
damaged. 

Seven Zeros engaged medium 
bombers in the second attack and 
one of the enemy fighters was de- 
stroyed. The third Allied attack 
was carried out without interfer- 
ence, 

All the A'Vied planes returned to 
their bases, but some were dam- 
aged. 

The Japanese vessels presumably 
were heading toward the Solo- 
mons from Salamaua, their chief 
base in New Guinea, or from Ra- 
baul or Gasmata, ni New Brit- 
ain. The latter are 700 miles 
northwest of the Tulagi area, 
where the Marines landed on three 
islands in the Southeastern Solo- 
mons last Friday, and Salamaua is 
about 850 miles to the west, 

All three of the enemy-held 
ports have. been pounded during 
eight days of Allied aerial assaults 
which were opened against Japa- 
nese communications and rein- 
forcement bases simultaneously 
with the attack on the Solomons. 
Heretofore the attacks have 
been for the most part on. port 
installations and airdromes, but 
with the latest assaults the action 
has moved eastward out to sea. 
Four Japanese ships were left 
sinking or in flames in an attack 
on Rabaul Wednesday, and 2000/ 
miles farther to the west Allied 
bombers earlier sank a merchant- 
man and damaged two other ships, 
one of them a destroyer. 
Unofficial reports here said the 
Marines were striking deeper into 
the jungles after wresting beach- 
heads from the Japanese on three 
islands—believed to be Florida, 
Guadalcanal and Malaita.

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KUNZE DENIES 
PASTOR AIDED 


Ex-Bund Chief Says He 
Never Told the Rev. Mr. 


as Spy. 


HARTFORD, Conn. Aug. 14 
(AP).— Gerhard Wilhelm Kunze, 
former German-American Bund 
leader, who thas. pleaded guilty to 
an espionage conspiracy indict- 
ment, told a United States District 
Court jury today that he had never 
informed the Rev. Kurt E. B, Mol- 
zahn that he had collected military 
information about the United 
States, : 

.Kunze, appearing as a. defense 
witness at the Philadelphia Luth- 
eran pastor’s trial on a charge that 
he was a member of a conspirac 
to deliver military secrets to th 
Axis, denied that he had ever writ- 
ten to the Rev. Mr. Molzahn. 

Kunze also asserted that he had 
no knowledge that the Rev. Mr. 
Molzahn had arranged for him to 
meet another guilty-pleading de- 
fendant, Dr. Wolfgang Ebell, at El 


Paso, Tex., as was charged in the 
indictment, . 

The Rev. Mr. Molzahn had been 
excused earlier following. three 
days on the stand, 

Before he stepped down, a Gov- 
ernment cross-examiner confronted 
him with a copy of a German lan- 
guage newspaper containing an ac- 
count of a talk delivered by the 
pastor praising the Nazi Govern- 
ment, but the pastor protested that 
he “didn’t think”: the account was 
accurate. 

Assistant Prosecutor Joseph P. 
Cooney said the’ story in the Phil- 
adelphia Gazette Democrat quoted 
the Rev. Mr, Molzahn as saying 
on Gct. 12, 1934, shortly after he re- 
turned from a visit to Germany: 

“The homeland has become dif- 
ferent. The people have become 
different. They have again found 
faith and trust in one another 
and 95 per cent of the people say 
that they have the Fuhrer to 
thank for that.” 

“I don’t remember saying that,” 
the Rev. Mr. Molzahn told Cooney. 

“Have you ever praised the 
Nazis?” Cooney demanded. 

“I must say,” the. pastor replied, 
“certain things in Germany have 
made progress for the benefit of 
the people.” 

“Did you ever praise Hitler?” 

“No.” 

Cooney then inquired if the Rev. 
Mr. Molzahn had. called Hitler a 
“martyr” and had said “thousands 
of people pray at the throne of 
the One on High for this one 
man,” the Lutheran pastor replied 
that “that is what was happening 
over there,” 

“Weren't you praising 
Nazis?” Cooney asked. 
|} “I was only stating certain 
facts,” was the reply. 
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MOTHER BLOOR DOcS 
ABOUT FACE’ ON WAR 


Communist Leader, Non-Inter- 
ventionist Last Yegr, Now 
Terms It ‘Peoples’ Fight.’ 


Mother Bloor, colorful matriarch 
of the Communist Party in Ameri- 
ca and one of the nation’s better- 
known feminine labor organizers, | 
has done an about face in her | 


views On war. 

She was all against America’s en- 
try in the last conflict, but she 
wants the United States to proceed 
in this one with all fists flying, 
she told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today. The German invasion of 
Russia and the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor apparently are re- 
sponsible for the change, since as 
late as the spring of 1941 she ‘was 
against the armament program, 
the lend-lease bill; selective service 
an@ any form of United States in- 
tervention. 

“The last war was considered by 
many a war made by a few peo- 
ple, and they believed that America 
was forcéd into it for the profit of 
the steel, coal, railroad and other 
interests,” she said. “This war is 
different. It’s a ‘people’s war.’ It 
is a war by the democracies against 
Fascism, and Fascism must be de- 
feated.” 

The men who go to war this 
time, she believes, are fighting for 
the things that those who went to 
the last one thought they were 
fighting for. 

Mother Bloor is 80 years old, 
short and stubby with flashing 
black eyes and a face and mind 
that belie her years. She likes 
bright clothing. Yesterday she 
wore a red and black mixed dress 
and a red tam-o-shanter. Her real 
name is Ella Reeve Bloor Omholt, 
and she’s had communistic views 
since one day at the age of 14 when 
she walked down the aisle of an 
old-fashioned Presbyterian church 
jin Bridgeton, N. J., and announeed 
she wanted her name removed 
from the church rolls. 

Mother Bloor was in St. Louis 
as a part of her nation-wide 


speaking tour in support of the 
war effort. When the tour is over 
in a couple of weeks she will re- 
turn to her farm near Quakertown, 
Pa., and assist her 57-year-old hus- 
band, Andrew Ombholt, harvest 
their orchard crops.

“The bind- 
ing link between the operations of 
censorship and the operations of 
our armed forces,” he said, “should 
never be forgotten, nor should 
any censor be permitted to forget 
that he. is dealing simply and 
solely with the processes of war. 

“Censorship ig neither a guar- 
dian of private morals nor a snoop- 
er into the violation of peactime 
laws. Every member of our staff 
keeps constantly before him this 
basic principle: What does not 
concern the war does not concern 
censorship.” 

“Absolute Discretion.” 

Price maintened that “obsolute 
discretion” in censoring the mails 
and cables was essential to keep 
open this country’s lines of com- 
munications. “There is no time to 
convene a grand jury or submit 
to the ordinary legal requirements 
of ordinary times,” he observed. 
“The exigencies of. war are breath- 


less upon our doorstep and will not 


wait.” 

He told the bar association that, 
“in a broad sense, the freedom 
guaranteed by the First Amend- 
ment has been accepted as a free- 
dom to criticise, to protest, to peti- 
tion, to speak opinions freely; but 
not as a right to play fast and 
loose with facts.” 

“In the realm of opinion and 
criticism,” Price contended, “it is

The bomb ex- 
ploded 30 yards from the port bow. 

“The Ark seemed to shake her- 
self and plunged downward and 
then righted herself,” the booklet 
said.

HE German bomb which started Lord Haw-Haw asking “Where 
is the Ark Royal?” actually did damage to Britain’s late and most 
famous aircraft-carrier—it broke some crockery in the galley. 
‘The Admiralty disclosed this in a profusely illustrated booklet, 
“Ark Royal,” issued today. It is the vivid tale of a happy ship and a 
valiant crew, full of thrills of the sea and stories of air fighting from 


cold of the Arctic. 


Sea, the vessel sailed in October, 
1939, as part of the force sent to 
Freetown and Capetown in South 
Africa to intercept the pocket bat- 
tleship Graf Spee. In December, it 
started for Rio de Janeiro, but 
turned back when it heard that 
the Graf Spee had been scuttled. 


In March, 1940, after being re- 
fitted’ in England, the Ark sailed 
for Alexandria but was recalled in 
April and went to the No 
coast to shield British troeps at 
Namsos and Andalsnes. It helped 
cover the evacuation in Norway the 
following month. 


On June 6, 1940 it lost eight of 
the 15 Skua planes, each of which 
carried a 500-pound bomb to attack 
the German battleship Scharnhorst 
in Trondheim harbor. 


“There was little laughter in the 
wardroom or the mess decks that 
night,” the booklet said. “The claim 
of one and* possibly two hits on 
the Scharnhorst was but mournful 
compensation for the loss of 16 
gallant pilots and observers, ‘che 
heaviest loss the Ark had known 
or was to know in a single opera- 
tion.”

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion has begun a state-wide survey 
to determine compliance with a 
general maximum price regulation, 
requiring retailers to file a list of 
ceiling prices with local War Pr.ce 
and tioning Boards, it was an- 
nounced today by Isidor Loeb, 
State Price Officer. 

The State OPA office has as- 
signed 16 inspectors to check lists 
of retailers furnished by the State 
sales tax office against the names 
of those who have filed ceiling 
price lists with their local boards, 
Loeb said. 

Store owners who have not filed 
their lists are being notified to 
furnish them within five days to 
their local rationing boards or give 
a reason for their failure, Loeb 
said. Willful failvre to file the 
lists is punishable by revocation 
of license to do business and other 
penalties. | 

Some retailers who pay State 
sales tax do not handle cost-of- 
living commodities and are not 
affected by the regulation, Loeb 
pointed out. Léiters from others 
indicate a desire *> comply but 
express ignorance of what is ex- 
pected.

Two Marines from the St. Louis 
district, lost in action when tne 
aircraft carrier Lexington was 
sunk in the Coral Sea battle May 
8, have been posthumously com- 
mended for setting “an example 
of courage and devotion to duty 
of the highest order,” the Navy 
reported yesterday. 

The Marines, Pvt. Gail L. Sher- 
wood, son of Mrs. Fannie Henke, 
6901 Corbitt avenue, University 
City, and Corp. John R. Harsh- 
barger, son of Mr. and Mrs. Her- 
bert J. Harshbarger, 263 Madison 
avenue, Wood River, were mem- 
bers of the crew of the ship’s No. 
2 anti-aircraft battery. They were 
among 18 Marines posthuniously 
cited. Both previously had been 
listed as “killed in action.”

But in time of war we see that 
this balance of power idea does 
not create unified strength. On 
the contrary, every strength is 
counterbalanced and weakened by 
another strength—in opposition to 
it. In the very moment when so- 
ciety, considering the strength of 
all its parts should be strong—we 
find it, as a whole, weak, 

* * * 

Even without any symptoms of 
disease appearing in any of its 
parts, the body social is weak be- 
cause its parts are all fighting 
each other. But, of. course, this 
constant friction does create ill- 
nesses in all the parts, 

Now there is another result of 
this: All standards are destroyed. 
For there are no common stand- 
ards. Labor demands standards 
for. industry—and vice versa. But 
no one demands-equal standards 
for everyone—everyone and every 


group.

Now—to continua the metaphor 
for a moment—the reaction of 
most of us to the realization that 
our society ig ill, is to call for a 
series of surgical treatments. “Get 
rid of Petrillo.” “Prosecute graft- 
ers,” etc. This is all very well; but 
surgery is not medicine. It is a 
desperate resort. True, the situ- 
ation calls for surgery. I would 
like to see a death penalty for 
grafting in war procurements. 

A person who steals essential 
war materials from the people of 
the United States is a saboteur— 
and not a nobler one because his 
only motive is greed. He is guilty 
of aid and comfort to the enemy. 

A person who stirs up race ha- 
treds in the middle of a war in 
which race hatreds are a principal 
psychological weapon in the arma- 
ments of our enemies is ‘equally 
guilty. And that the whole of our 
musical culture should: have be- 
come a monopoly of a tightly or- 
ganized group under authoritarian 
leadership working exclusively for 
its own immediate material inter- 
ests is intolerable, 

By all means let us get rid of 
them. Cut them out. But that 
will not heal us. They.will grow 
again—unless we do something 
really curative.

The CIO Industrial Union Coun- 
cil and the AFL Central Trades 
and Labor Union announced to- 
day that no .official Labor day 
parade would be held because of 


the war effort. 

The CIO body, which for several 
years had held an annual Labor 
day parade and celebration, has 
adopted, however, a _ resolution 
urging some form of united labor 
mass meeting which would not in- 
terfere with war production, but 
would express organized labor's 
desire to carry out a victorious 
war for the United Nations. 

Central Trades and Labor Union 
abandoned its annual parade some 
years ago. John I, Rollings, secre- 
tary, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
it was joining with the War Pro- 
duction Board in asking all mem- 
bers to work during the Labor 
day week end. Labor day, a legal 
holiday, will be Sept. 7. 

CIO and AFL unions in East St. 
Louis will hold parades, to be par- 
ticipated in by members not work- 
ing at the time. CIO unions in the 
Tri-City area have announced an 
all-day Labor day picnic would be 
held at Pontoon Beach. 

The CIO Council also announced 
a resolution commending the action 
of the Pittsburgh Pirates, National 
League baseball team, in giving Ne- 
groes an opportunity for big league 
baseball tryouts and urging other 
major teams to remove any ban 
against Negro players. The Coun- 
cil went on record against any at- 
tempt at freezing wages or trans-

NE of the vegetables that will

form this year is the succu- 
lent, savory sauerkraut. Fortu- 
nately this homely food is easy to 
put up at home—something you 
can preserve without using a sin- 
gle grain of precious sugar, and 
without resorting to a pressure 
cooker. If you have never made 
sauerkraut before, the whole. proc- 
ess seems little short of mirac- 
ulous, since you yourself have so 
little to do with it. The mysteri- 
ous lactic acid bacteria do a good 
three-quarters of the work in- 


volved! 
Sauerkraut. 


Choose freshly cut, crisp cab- 
bage. Trim off all soiled leaves 
and the end of each stalk; do not 
wash unless cabbage is really 
dirty, for washing removes the 
lactic acid bacteria which are es- 
sential to fermentation of kraut. 
Have ready large, wide-mouthed 
glass jars, half-gallon size if pos- 
sible, but not smaller than a quart 
size in any case. 

Weigh cabbage and measure 
one-fourth cup salt for each five 
pounds of cabbage. Shave cab- 
bage with @ kraut cutter or a 
sharp butcher knife. Put one to 
two cups of shaved cabbage into 
each clean sterile jar, sprinkle 
with a little salt, and tamp down 
firmly with a wooden potato 
masher. Repeat until a jar is full, 
by which time the brine should
